There is no deuying the great prejudice 
against railroad land grants, but all this 
vanishes in this section of California when 
it is brought to bear in support of Congress 
declaring the land grant given to build the 
California and Oregon Railroad be for­ 
feited. 
The California and Oregon R iil- 
road has been hard at work earning i s land 
grant the past year, and is still tunneling 
the snow-covered hills of i»hasta and Siski­ 
you ; but if Congress interrupts this rail­ 
road building at this time it would come 
from partisan purposes, and not from any 
desire to recover forfeited public lands and 
benefit the State. Congress made the grant 
to aid in the construction of a road over a 
route that w ould probably never have 
been built but for the credit it gives the 
California and Oregon. 
The company could 
not undertake the earning of its land grant 
nntil it had positive assurance that its 
road would be m et at the State line by an­ 
other road from Portland. 
A s soon as the 
building of the Oregon line was assured, 
work was im m ediately resumed on the line 
of 
the 
California and 
Oregon, and 
it 
has 
been 
pushed forward 
toward 
the 
junction 
of 
the 
two 
roads 
w ith 
all the energy and means at its command. 
A t this critical tim e, when the company is 
fulfilling its contract w ith the G overnm ent, 
the Houee Com m ittee on 
Public Land 
it -ps in and makes a report recommending 
that all urn arned railroad laud grants be 
forfeit id. 
If a bill should pass Congress 
in pursuance of this resolution declaring 
the California aud Oregon Railroad land 
grant forfeited, aud at the tim e when the 
company was com pleting the last m ile of 
the road, would not Congress manitcet au 
unjust h ottility to this important railroad 
com munication, as w ell as deal a heavy 
blow- to the trade along the line of these 
two railroads ’ 
I’hc junction at the .State 
line would be indefinitely postponed. 
An 
interruption to this railroad connection 
would also prove to be a severe blow to the 
owners of lands and other property along 
its entire line, as w ell as the commercial 
interests of 
San 
Francisco. 
All the 
people 
of 
Nor.horn 
California 
would 
be greater sufferers than the California 
and Oregon 
Railroad— and 
it is for the 
interest of the people, not any railroad 
corporation, 
that we urge Congress to 
except the California and Oregon line in its 
law, if it is to pass one declaring land 
patents forfeited. 
It was the deeign of 
Congress by this grant to aid in building a 
railway across the mountains and uniting 
the States of California and Oregon by iron 
bands. 
That work, though retarded for 
years, is now1 approaching com pletion; and 
if no unfriendly legislation is adopted by 
Congress Portland and San Francisco w ill 
be connected by 
rail 
w ithin 
eighteen 
m onths. 
The early com pletion of the Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon Railroad and thereby a 
connection made w ith the Oregon and 
Transcontinental Railway, is cf v»tal im ­ 
portance to every city and town ou the 
route from Redding to San Francisco. 
E v­ 
ery man living on the line knows that the 
com pletion of this road w ill add to the 
value of the lands in the northern counties. 
N ew tow ns w ill be built *ltmg its track, and 
life and vigor be extended to the farming and 
lumber trade to the extrem e northern lim its 
of the State. 
The California and Oregon 
Railroad, if finished to the junction, w ill 
be of ten times more value to the people of 
California than to its builders. 
A ll the 
new enterprises which the people have in­ 
augurated in contemplation of the speedy 
com pletion of the road w ill come to a 
stand-still if the building is stopped in the 
woods. 
M any citizens from various sec­

nia and Oregon Railroad have entered 
upon the work in good faitn. 
No railroad 
w ill ever be built over the Siskiyou m oun­ 
tains w ithout the aid cf a land subsidy. It 
w ill pay no other company, and only thia 
because of its connections w ith the Cen­ 
tral Pacific. 
The reasons offered in sup­ 
port of the suspension of this great work 
are sm all in comparison w ith those in favor 
of its continuance. 
W e know that the 
argum ents against interrupting the grant 
and perm itting the road to be com pleted 
are justified by every consideration of pub­ 
lic policy and statesm anlike reasons. 
W e 
believe that the California and Oregon 
Railroad, 
by its connections w ith 
th e 
Northern Pacific, w ill do for the tow ns of 
northern California what the Southern Pa­ 
cific has done for Los A ngeles and other 
southern towns. 
The entire 
people of 
northern California ought to move prom pt­ 
ly, and enter a formidable protest against 
Congress cutting off their noses to gain a 
temporary partisan advantage.

ing of the Citizens’ Association.”

actly ; yet w ith the engineer’s printed re­ 
port before it, our contem porary failed to 
correct its errors until driven to the wall 


b y public notice be-Dg called to its mistake.

And again this man vs ho left thoughts 
unuttorcd between his lines th a t “ back­ 
bo n e” m ight l>3 given to the weak, de­ 
clared in the Bee of February 4, 1 SSI, 
when the north levee was the center of all 
thought and all fear, “ Sacramento m art 
be jo et-cured from floods th at even he who 


runs may read and feel convinced of the 


fact.” 
But the three weakest points in the 
whole system since that day have not been 
strengthened— with falling waters the prom­ 
ises fear extorted vanished. The lowest cost

THE 
TAPPING 
OF 
THE 
RIVER. 


In another column we print a letter 
from 
W ill 8. Green on the proposed 
Colusa irrigating canal. 
W e requested 
Mr. Green to express himself as the en­ 
gineer of the company proposing to cut 
the canal. 
He is a gentleman of journal­ 
istic experience and broad intelligence, and 
a citizen whose integrity is not to ha ques­ 
tioned. 
W hat he says he measures care­ 
fully, and therefore every word he pens 
may ha taken as the exact belief the w riter 
entertains. 
I t will be observed th a t Mr. 
Green admits his company cannot divert a 
navigable stream w ithout violating the 
rights of riparian owners ; th at it cannot 
take from- a navigable stream w ater to 
such an extent as to impair its integrity. 
He avers th at his company does not pro­ 
pose to take w ater from the Sacramento in 
such quantities as a t all to affect its navi­ 
gability. 
WTe believe the gentlemen of 
the company are sincere in thie. 
I t there­ 
fore narrows the whole m atter down to 
this question, 
“ Who is to judge o f the 
amount that may he taken without im pair­ 
ment o f the capacity o f the river to keep 
itself n a v i g a b l e Obviously those whose 
interest resides in the taking, should not 
be judges. 
The people of the lower river 
will not probably raise the question of the 
right to tap a navigable stream at all, against 
their Colusa friends. 
They have the suc­ 
cess of 
the agriculturists of 
Colusa at 
h e a rt; they are not wholly selfish ; they 
will not willingly throw any obstacle in 
the way of the thorough development of 
the north country and west side under a 
system of irrigation ; but they cannot con­ 
sent to their own interests being jeop­ 
ardized, and our Colusa friends will there­ 
fore recognize the entire reasonableness of 
the question raised. 
Mr. Green says th at the m atter can be 
easily tested by placing m arks below the 
m outh of the canal after it is constructed 
and note the m easurements w ith the gates 
when closed and when open. 
The engi­ 
neer will pardon us for criticising the pro­ 
position as disingenuous, for not only is 
the volume of the w ater a factor of im­ 
portance to be considered, bu t the veloci­ 
ty, the carrying capacity, and we are sadly 
m isinstructed in hydraulics if the proposed 
canal does not concern these well-known 
laws : 
1. Velocity is increased by the depth of 
the stream and the declination on which it 
runs to a certain lim it—th at is to say, un­ 
til the resistance which increases w ith the 
velocity becomes equal to the acceleration. 
•2, W henever a volume of w ater is treat­ 
ed so as to enlarge or contract the w ater­ 
way, the change is accompanied by a pro­ 
portional loss or gain of impulsion. 
3. W henever the elilux is increased the 
momemtum or moving force m ast be also 
increased to preserve the integrity of the 
original velocity. 
4. W hile the set m arks might show no 
material dim inution of volume, any re­ 
duction of velocity m ust be reinforced by 
the moviDg force, or else the frictional ca­ 
pacity of tho stream will bo impaired.

to prevent another company taking out 
300,000 inches two miles below Redding? 
If this business proves to be a profitable 
one, as is anticipated, w hat is there to 
prevent Mr. Green’s company enlarging 
the capacity of it] canal and doubling its 
drain upon the river? 
These questions 
naturally supplement themselves by an­ 
o ther: 
“ W hat will be the effect upon 
the navigability of the river and its car­ 
rying capacity?” 
Upon 
these inquiries 
hinges a m atter of the gravest importance, 
for it must be taken as beyond dispute th at 
for no purposes w hatever m ust the nav­ 
igability of the Sacram ento river be th reat­ 
ened. 
It has been sadly injured by hy­ 
draulic mining ; its bed is choked by the 
debris washed from these mines ; the clear­ 
ance of its channels m ust be had, and in 
that work we look to the scouring capacity 
of the river as the greatest aid ; th at ca­ 
pacity depends upon the volume of the 
w ater and its confinement to the channels ; 
to the straightening of the river at a t least 
one point, and to the flow of all the clear 
water possible in the stream . 
Our Colusa 
friends will therefore see the necessity, be­ 
fore going on w ith their work, of effectu­ 
ally establishing what they claim, th a t the 
taking oat of w ater in a canal 60 feet wide 
and seven feet deep (with possible future 
enlargement in view) will not seriously 
affect the navigability cf the Sacramento 
river. 
W e sincerely tru st th at they will 
be able to do so, and thus dispel the fears 
here entertained. 


shall be subject to be sued in all Courts in 
like cases as natural persons.” 
5. But, even if the exemption were other­ 
wise legal, it is nullified by the fact that 
the city did not comply' with its obligation 
by setting apart 55 per cent, of its revenue 
for payment of the bonds, principal and in­ 
terest, for the exemption and obligation 
are reciprocal. 
6. Equity will not permit a right to fail 
for want of a remedy. 
An agreement not 
to enforce a right is in contravention of 
public policy. 
To all these points the city of Sacramen­ 
to by her counsel replied : 
1. The Act cf 1S58, consolidating Sacra­ 
mento city and county, repealed all former 
Acta ; refunded all indebtedness of both 
governments ; provided one fund of 55 per 
cent, of certain city revenue to pay city 
bonds and coupons, and another of 25 per 
cent, of certain city and county revenues ; 
city bonds to be paid out of one and county 
bonds out of the other. 
2. Under that Act Kennedy voluntarily 
surrendered his claim, and in satisfaction 
took bonds of 1857, and both Kennedy and 
the city bettered themselves by the ar­ 
rangement. 
A part of the new contract 
was that the city should not be saed in any 
action whatever, etc. 
3. Tnere was a good consideration for this 
contract, and the creditor is not remediless, 
for he may, by writ of mandate, compel 
the officers of the corporation to do the 
duty enjoined 011 them by the contract. 
4. The old corporation of 185S expired 
at the birth of the new one of 1863 creat­ 
ing the present municipal corporation of 
Sacramento. 
B ut the new one did not 
change the relation betw een the city and 
the bondholder. 
I t ratified and continued 
the old contract. 
5. There is nothing in the contract th at 
is inhibited by the Constitution of the 
State or the U nited States, or th at is con­ 
trary to public policy, for the reasons 
stated. 
On the argum ent of these points the 
Court decides for the city, thus determ in­ 
ing th at the corporation cannot be sued in 
an action at law npon bond coupons of the 
character stated. 
Kennedy has other suits 
against tho city in the same Court on old 
or outlawed coupons, but of course the 
case ju st decided covers every pciut th at 
can he made in the other suits. 
I t is to be 
kept in view by our people th a t the decis­ 
ion does not decide th a t the city cannot be 
compelled by w rit of m andate to provide a 
fund for the interest and to pay coupons 
from it. 
In one sense, then, the decision is a prac­ 
tical victory for the city. 
But the Su­ 
preme C ourt has held th at by m andate 
we may be compelled to pay coupons 
out of a fund. 
Now if by m andate we can 
be compelled to create the fund, “ the 
devil will be whipped about the stum p,” 
as the old saying has it. 
On th e heels of the favorable decision 
conics another and from the Supreme Court 
in llausm eister vs. Porter, Treasurer of 
Sacramento, which, w ithout the opinion 
before us, is represented as holding th at 
there m ust be paid into the sinking and 
interest fund, for bond and coupon re­ 
demption, 55 per cent, of all our revenues. 
If this be true, it goes beyond the gravest 
fears of our citizens. 
C ertainly Sacra­ 
m ento is in need of wisest business counsel, 
for the law thus far seems to have been 
plunging us deeper into the mire.

some Daniel come to judgm ent. 


TWO 
BOND 
DECISIONS. 


The U nited States Circuit Court at San 
Francisco has decided one of the Sacra­ 
mento bond cases in favor of the city. 
It 
involves the single point, w hether the city 
can be sued on the coupons in an action at 
law 
It is im portant to have a clear under­ 
standing of the case that we may not de­ 
ceive ourselves. 
Kennedy received his 
bonds from the city at face value in lieu 
of indebtedness of the city to him for work 
done. 
His interest coupons on which he 
recently sued the city fell due in 1879, 
1SS0 and 1881 and amounted to §9,871. 
The question of the statute of limitations 
was not involved in the case. 
Nor was the 
question at issue in this case as to w hether 
city officers can be compelled by mandamus 
to levy the tax, or to pay money out of the 
sinking and interest fund. 
This clears the 
case of any complication as to these m at­ 
ters. 
Kennedy made ¡n Court these points : 
1. The exem ption clause in our charter 
as to Buits against the city is unconstitu­ 
tional ; a municipal corporation cannot be 
thus protected. 
2. Because the exemption violates the 
coutract of the bonds, they hsing issued 
prior to the charter of 1863 and the Con­ 
solidation Act of 1858—to wit, about 1852. 
3. A Legislature cannot enact so as to 
im pair the obligation of the contract in the 
bond, even if uew bonds ore issued under 
its act in lieu of old ones ; for when the 
debt was crc&tvi the charter provided th at 
the city could he sued. 
4. The C onstitution declares “ all corpo­ 
rations shall have the right to sue, and 


A ptkr two weeks of silent travail, and irresjion- 
siveness to the appeal cf the Ukcorp-Umox to say

BOLD 
AND FEARLESS 
INDEPENDENCE.

W ashington special to a New York even­ 
ing journal says : “ The fears of a reaction 
in the Senate against w hat is generally con­ 
ceded a hasty action of the Houee on the 
bill forfeiting land grants, are freely ex­ 
pressed. 
The opinion gains ground t íat 
the passage of the bill w ithout debate, or 
even an cx¡ laoation of its scope, was a 
mistake. 
It is regarded as a concession to 
the stampede against monop; lies, started 
by the New York League and taken up by 
the press. 
Congressman Burr, who has 
been a railroad man all his life, hut against 
whom it was never insinuated th at he had 
any other interest in the Texas Pacific than 
th at of other citizene, when asked why he 
dared stand alone in the m inority when the 
veto was taken, replied, ‘ One honest man 
and God Alm ighty make a m ajority.’” 
Such lauguage as is attributed to Mr. Burr 
and his single “ n o ” are w ithout a parallel 
in the history of railroad legislation—in 
fact we do not remember of ever having 
read of such an instance of bold and fear­ 
less independence in the history of any pol­ 
itician, and especially a member of Con­ 
gress. 
As a rule they are trimmers, and 
vote as they think the popular tide is flow, 
mg, regardless of justice and right. 
The 
interests of the people would be better 
subserved if there were a few more men in 
Congress who had the moral courage and 
backbone th at Mr. Burr has. 


FORFEITURE 
UNFAIR.

W e do not see how Congress can well re­ 
fuse to grant the extension of time asked 
for by the California and Oregon Railroad 
Company in which to complete their read 
bet.-.een Redding and the Oregon State 
line. 
Mr. Huntington yesterday explained 
to the House Committee on Public Lands 
the difficulties encountered in the exten­ 
sion of that branch of the road, and asked 
that the company should not be compelled 
to forfeit any of its land grant by a failure 
to put the road through in the prescribed 
time. 
The understanding was that the 
Oregon Company would complete its road 
through to California to connect with the 
liue from here, but it has abandoned the 
work—for a time, at least— which would 
leave the California Company with a ter­ 
minus in the wilderness should it persist, 
in the face of many obstacles, in pushin 
on at this time. 
It is a rough country 
through which to build a railroad, as the 
Sacramento river haB to be crossed four­ 
teen times between lleddiug and Oregon, 
and something like a score of tunnels have 
to be excavated. 
It would cot be fair, 
under the circumstance*, to compel the 
company to go on at this time of the year 
under pain ef forfeiting such rights as 
have been guaranteed them.

S a n t a R o sa , February 19th.—In the Col­ 
ton case this morning, F. S. Doutv, the 
President of the Western Development Com­ 
pany, again took the stand. 
He explained

was commenced in 
Jnly, 1875. 
Counsel 
pointed oat that the books showed that it 
was incorporated October 10,1870. 
Witness 
explained that the road cost §95,819 60. 
Abcut twenty miles were constructed by tbs 
Western Development Company. 
Part of 
the road was built by the Contract and Fi­ 
nance and the Pacific Improvement Com­ 
panies. 
The cost of the Amador Branch 
Railroad was §380,840,640. 
Some discussion 
ensued about allowing evidence of the cost of 
the road from Mojave to the Needles. 
Mr. 
Hayes contended that the riebt to build the 
road was a valuable asset of the Western De­ 
velopment Company. 
Mr. McAllister, on 
the other hand, claimed that the Western 
Development Company forfeited all right to 
the contract; that the road was constructed 
under an entirely new contract with the Pa­ 
cific Improvement Company. 
The Court ad­ 
mitted the testimony, and witness explained 
that its cost was $4,177,359 54. The length of 
the road was 2421 miles. 
The Court ruled 
out the evidence concerning the cost of the 
Southern Pacific of Arizona. 
Witness fur­ 
ther on explained that he was Secretary of 
the Rocky Mountain Coal Company. 
The 
sum of §181,802—the amount of the alleged 
defalcations of Mr. Colton—had not been 
paid to the company. 
Un croea-examinatisn, 
he explained that the Pacific Improvement 
Company built the road fn in Mojave to the 
Needles iu 1882 83. 
The read was first 
opened July 1, 1883. 
After the reading of some depositions, the 
Court adjourned, ou account of Mr. Deimas 
being ill. 
The examination of Mrs. Colton 
was deferred until to-morrow.

E d s . R e c o r d U n io n : Referring to a par­ 
agraph in your paper in regard to the injury 
to navigation by irrigating ditches or canals 
from the Sacramento river, and to your let­ 
ter inquiring as to the objects snd purposes 
of the Stony Creek Canal Company, which is 
now locating a canal from the river at the 
north boundary of Colusa county, I submit 
ths following statement: 
In October last the Stony Creek Canai 
Company was organized, with N. D. Ride­ 
out, John Boggs, H. B. Julian, W. P. H ar­ 
rington and W. S. Green as Directors. 
The 
purpose of the organization was to appropri­ 
ate, take and use the waters of Stony creek, 
Thorn's creek and the Sacramento river for 
irrigating the valley lands of Tehama, Colusa, 
Yolo and Solano couutiei; for supplying cities 
aud towns along the line of tha canals with 
water for domestic use, and for mechanical 
purposes ; to use the canals for fl <ating logs, 
wood, lumber, etc., therein. 
The primary 
object was and is irrigation The other items 
aie simply among the possibilities of the fu­ 
ture. 
The notice posted and recorded for a 
canal from the river describes a canal or ditch 
sixty feet wide at the bottom, snd going 
down two feet below low water. 
The grade 
given the canal in the survey is six inches to 
the mile. 
I t ia the opinion of the company 
that 
two 
feet 
of 
water 
taken from 
the 
Sacramento 
river 
00 
such 
a 
grade 
will 
not 
materially 
lessen 
its 
volume even at low water ; and it is fur- 
!her the opiui n of the company that if it 
do(s the company will have fo be content to 
take ooly such amount as wiil not percepti­ 
bly lessen the volume of water in the river. 
It wiil be s i easily demonstrated that the 
canal will lessen the volume or not that thtre 
need be no trouble on that score. 
Marks can 
be pur. along the river b*l«r7. and the gates of 
the canal shut and the difference noted. 
Of course a great deal more water will be 
taken when the river is above the low-water 
mark. 
The river does not usutby reach low 
water befóte August, and as irrigation is tbe 
grand object in view, and as but little of that 
is done in tbe latter part of the summer, we 
anticipate no trouble on that score. The most 
that it would be U3ed for during that time 
would be to supply the towns with water, 
and it seems that it would make no difference 
whether the water for that purpose was taken 
out by canal or, as Sacramento takes it, by 
pumps. 
This canal from the river will wafer 
between 400 and 500 square miles of land iu 
Colusa county alone, and as much more in 
Yolo and Solano.

the inside to make embankments. 
Forty 
milts of the canal has been located with this 
cutting maintained, and the country ia sq fa­ 
vorable to it that there are but fifty-six 
changes of course in thirty-five miles. 
Of 
course it will cost a considerable amount of 
money ; we have Stony creek to cross ; there 
are flumes to be built over or under other 
dry creeks ; there are culver's to he made, 
bridges to be built, branch di'chea tríade, etc ; 
but it ia the most practical scheme for irrigat­ 
ing a large body of land ia America. 
Tho head of the canal is in a finely tim ­ 
bered country, and it pa-ees through a tree­ 
less teriitory ; and wood may be floated down 
with profit. 
The Sacramento river will fl iat 
logs from the mountains to the head of the 
canal without paying interest on money for 
th a t: a large pond may he made near where 
it comes near the surface, and the logs floated 
into it and sawe ! up at leisure, and the lum­ 
ber floated ou down to the people along the 
line ; but this may ail be done before the 
river reaches its 1 went ¡Gages 
But, as I 
said hefore, these things are simply among 
the possibilities of the future—ihe grand ob­ 
ject being irrigation. 
Except a few small vclleys, the land above 
Stony cr: > k is too rolling to be profitably ir­ 
rigated ; and, besides, it is in the belt of 
«reatar rainfall. 
Tbe river canal leaves out 
less than one hundred square miles of irriga­ 
ble land below Stony creek, and that creek 
will furnish plenty of water for that at a 
ci mparatively email cost. 
I t is the intention 
of the company to r,-e the water of the creek 
for this laad, together with a small territory 
cn the north side of the creek. 
Tne company does not pretend that it is 
going to relieve the river at flood time, as the 
maximum amount of water taken out would 
he but as a drop in the bucket to a full river. 
I h >pe this statement of the purposes of the 
company will prove satisfactory to those at 
Sacrsmenta snd elsewhere who fear an injury 
to navigation. 
Other people may talk of di­ 
verting the river and takinsr half its waters, 
but the 8t' ny Creek < 'anal Company will be 
content with tho surplus during the winter, 
spring and early summer months, with so 
small an amount during low water that it will 
cause no boat, to ground.

About 3 o’clock yesterday morning freight 
train No. G was coming west, having attached 
an emigrant car occupied by section men 
and other railroad employes who had been 
summoned a day or two before to assist in 
clearing the railroad track between Tunnel 
13 and Truckee of snow, and were returning 
to their various stations on the line of the 
road. 
Express train N o. 1 was expected 
about that time from Sacramento on its way 
East, and No. G had been instructed to side­ 
track at Tamerack. 
As the train reached 
the siding, and a brakeman was about to turn 
the ewitch, a track walker named llabbitt, 
who happened along, in a spirit of accommo­ 
dation, turned the switch for him, and the 
train passed in upon the side track. 
A s the 
rear cars were about to change tracks, the 
conductor jumped down to turn the switch 
back so as to open the main track for the 
express. 
The track-walker anticipated him, 
however, and, through over-zeal and nervous­ 
ness, moved the switch too soon, the result 
being that the forward trucks of the emigrant 
car were running upon the side track while 
the after truck was upon the main track. A t 
this point the snowshed is unusually wide, 
and a row of heavy posts stands between 
the 
main 
and 
side 
tracks 
as 
an 
additional support to the roof. 
The car un­ 
der the circumstances was forced into colli­ 
sion with th?se posts, and knocked down four 
or five, the result being that the shed was 
unable to support the immense weight of 
about fourteen feet of snow upon it, and fell 
in, its heavy timbers beiug crushed down by 
the weight of the suow upon the emigrant 
car, demolishing it. 
Two men were subse­ 
quently taken from the ruins dead, and five 
or six injured more or less severely. 
The de­ 
ceased were taken to Auburn, and four of the 
wounded brought to the Railroad Hospital 
in this city yesterday afternoon. 
The killed 
and injured are all Portuguese. 
An inquest 
will be beld at Auburn to-morrow. 
Tho 
Coroner of Placer county has gone up to the 
scene of the accident to gain information. 
About 100 feet of 6heu fell, but the wreck 
was cleared away by 2 r. M , the snow- 
eliovelers that went up on the express train 
Monday night being handy to assbt. 
The 
express trsin was held by the accident, and 
did not reach Truckee until 5 o’clock last 
evening. 
The track-walker who was the 
cause r f the accident has not been seen since 
it occurred.
